R. FRANK AIKEN, Minister 
M for Co-ordination of Defen- 
sive Measures, speaking at 
Dungarvan on Saturday, said the 
two principal tasks for the young 
men of the country were to provide 
the people with the strongest mili- 
tary defence and an adequate supply 
of food and fuel.
